Description of the temples and firthas in the 
Nilamatapurana, Vss. 989-1356a

G. Buhler was the first who noticed, in his words, this “real mine of 
information regarding the sacred Places of Kashmir and their legends.” (cf. 
“Detailed report of a tour in search of Sanskrit MSS. made in Kashmir, 
Rajputana, and Central India.” (JBBRAS, Extra number, 1877. p. 41.) The text 
was then fully used, from the MSS., by M. A. Stein for his translation of the 
Rajatarangini and its notes (Westminster, 1900). We are still indebted to both of 
them for a large part of our knowledge concerning the geographical data in 
ancient Kashmir. After K. de Vreese edited the shorter version (RB) of the 
Purana in 1936, Ved Kumari attempted a revised edition on the basis of some 
newly-discovered manuscripts. At the same time, she made a further 
investigation into the place-names of unknown locality (Volume I, pp. 19ff.). 
We may further quote B. KGlver’s study of the Rajatarangini, for it contains a 
valuable comment on several but important locales in Kashmir. However, in 
spite of these efforts, there still remain quite a number of tirthas that need 
8¢ographical identification on the map in this Purana. I must confess I have little 
to offer as a contribution in this respect through the lack of new material and 
actual knowledge of Kashmir. Consequently this paper is not eaiany intended 
for identification of respective place-names in the Nilamata. Main purpose of 
this Paper is to understand the basic concept of the author in his description of 
Sacred places in NM 989-1356a. We will analyze for this pirpeee ee whole 
Passage into smaller units, using the information in the Rdjatarangini and the 
Haracaritacintamani as well as the data presented by modern SCAOH, 

In the first place, we can divide our passage (NM seiaMiaucian i si i 
Parts. The first part (989-1226), beginning with the Tiel ne pore 
to the Rsi Brhadasva about the punydyatanas, eee ‘ neh ae oe 
temples and Shrines in Kashmir together with a narration of aes a - ie 
important sites of pilgrimage. In the second part (1227-1356a) the author lists 
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up the names of meritorious bathing places such as springs, ponds, lakes, divi 
and confluences of rivers. We will omit the Vitastamahatmya (1356b-1364a}, 
added at the end of the text from our analysis, for it contains little Valuabl 
information for our investigation. 

Let us look at the first part of our passage. This part is divided further into 
two sections. The first section (989-1147) describes the temples belonging Siva 
and other various deities. The second section (1148-1226) is almost exclusively 
devoted to the description of Visnu’s temples followed by the Vaisnava episode of 
ASramasvamin’s descent from M. Grdhrakita (1166-1226). There is good
